Foothill Freeway (I-210) Closures for Pavement Rehabilitation

La Crescenta, La Cafada Flintridge and Pasadena - The California Department of
Transportation (Caltrans) will close portions of the Foothill Freeway (I-210) as part of a pavement
rehabilitation project. Residents and local businesses located near the freeway may experience
noise, vibrations and dust associated with construction activities. Water trucks will be used to
minimize dust during working hours. All closures are weather permitting and subject to change.

Long-Term Closures:

Westbound I-210 connector to California/Del Mar exit will be closed during the week (11
a.m. to 7 p.m., Monday-Friday) through month of November.

Westbound 1-210 Berkshire Place on-ramp and Foothill Boulevard off-ramp will be
closed for up to 45 days, with goal of reopening by week after Thanksgiving.

Starting the night of Nov. 13, the Eastbound 1-210 Ocean View Boulevard on-ramp will
be closed up to 45 days through month of December.
